“When  the  poor  and  needy  seek  water,  and  there  is  none,  and  their 
tongue  failetli  for  thirst,  1  the  Lord  will  hear  them,  I  the  God  of  Israel 
will  not  forsake  them.” — Isa.  xli.,  17. 

Fifty  years  have  passed  away  since  the  formation  of 
this  Society.  Those  who  planned  it,  those  to  whom  it 
ministered,  and  most  of  those  whose  subscriptions  sus¬ 
tained  it,  sleep  in  the  dust ;  but  the  work  goes  on,  for 
it  is  of  God,  and  His  special  blessing  has  rested  upon  it, 
and  still  continues  with  it. 

We  have  thought  it  would  he  interesting  to  our  nu¬ 
merous  friends  and  patrons,  to  give  them  a  brief  account 
of  the  origin  of  the  Society,  and  we  are  the  better  enabled 
to  do  so,  for  the  reason  that  one  of  our  Managers  had  in 
her  possession  the  first  report  it  ever  published ;  and  also 
a  bound  volume  of  “  The  Religious  Remembrancer,”  for 
the  year  1816,  in  which  are  many  notices  of  the  Society 
and  its  work,  which  then  included  also  the  prison,  and 
destitute  portions  of  the  City.  From  this  paper,  of  the 
date,  “  October  12th,”  we  copy  the  following  notice  : — 

“  The  first  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Female  Domestic  Missionary  Society 
will  be  held  on  Monday  evening,  the  14th  inst.,  in  the  Prayer-room  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.” 

We  have  thought  it  appropriate  to  return  to  that 
Church  to  celebrate  our  Fiftieth  Anniversary.  From 
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the  first  Report,  published  November  18th,  1817,  we 
make  the  following  extract : — 

“  Our  Society-  originated  with  a  few  females  who  were  in  the  habit  of 
meeting  at  the  house  of  a  widow,  for  social  prayer.  They  soon  found  their 
hearts  melted  with  Divine  love,  and  were  ready  to  do  every  good  work. 
They  had  often  sought  out  the  abodes  of  sorrow,  and  administered  the  oil 
and  wine  of  consolation  ‘to  many  a  wounded  soul,’  at  the  Almshouse, 
Hospital  and  Prison.  In  July,  1816,  a  more  extensive  field  of  usefulness 
was  suggested  in  the  formation  of  this  Society,  for  the  purpose  of  supporting 
a  Missionary  to  preach  in  ihe  above  institutions,  and  in  the  suburbs  of  the 
City.  They  immediately  entered  on  the  business,  and,  though  the  season 
of  the  year  was  unpromising,  they  organized  the  Society  on  the  18th  of  July, 
and  by  the  20th  of  August  obtained  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the 
amount  of  $410.  Encouraged  by  the  state  of  the  funds,  the  Rev.  Fbancis 
G.  Ballentine  was  invited  to  become  our  Missionary,  and  entered  on  his 
labors  the  2d  of  September,  1816.” 

Since  then,  the  work  has  been  steadily  carried  for¬ 
ward;  a  succession  of  faithful  men  have  been  found 
ready  to  follow  the  example  of  their  Divine  Master, 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  Poor.  We  feel  ourselves 
especially  favored  in  still  having  the  services  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pearson  in  this  capacity,  He  has  now  labored  in 
the  House  for  nearly  fourteen  years,  and  by  his  judicious 
course  has  gained  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  officers, 
physicians,  and  attendants,  and  is  afforded  by  them  aid 
in  the  prosecution  of  his  work ;  while  the  brightening 
eye,  happy  smile,  and  affectionate  salutation,  with  which 
the  sick  and  sorrowful  welcome  him,  attest  the  comfort 
his  ministrations  bring  them,  and  the  love  with  which 
they  regard  him. 

In  1860,  the  Society  was  incorporated  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  Pennsylvania,  that  it  might  he  able  to  hold 
property;  and  shortly  after  received  from  Hon.  George 
Connell  a  deed  of  gift  of  a  lot  in  Mount  Moriah  Ceme¬ 
tery,  which  has  given  our  Missionary  the  power  of  being 
able  to  soothe  the  last  hours  of  many  humble  believers 
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by  his  promise  to  see  them  laid  there,  and  to  perform 
for  them  those  last  sad  offices  of  respect  which  man  can 
pay  his  fellow  man,  and  which  the  friendless  bitterly 
feel  they  have  none  to  render  them.  The  House  now 
contains  upwards  of  three  thousand,  eight  hundred  in¬ 
mates,  whose  spiritual  wants  are  met  by  personal  visi¬ 
tation  from  Ward  to  Ward,  by  seven  services  on  the 
Sabbath,  at  different  hours  and  places,  by  a  Sunday- 
school  for  the  children,  by  regular  preaching  in  the 
Chapel  every  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  by  other  smaller 
services.  In  these  Mr.  Pearson  has  been  most  kindly 
assisted  by  ministerial  brethren  of  different  denomina¬ 
tions,  and  by  Christian  physicians  in  the  House.  Lat¬ 
terly  he  has  been  particularly  indebted  to  the  Students 
of  the  Episcopal  School  of  Divinity.  It  is  one  of  the 
many  advantages  of  maintaining  this  Mission,  that  any 
willing  to  co-operate,  can  be  at  once  pointed  to  work 
already  systematized,  instead  of  wasting  their  strength 
in  desultory  efforts.  The  following  extracts  are  from 
the  journal  of  Mr.  Pearson,  though  they  give  but  a 
faint  idea  of  the  extent  and  variety  of  his  labors,  which 
must  be  witnessed  to  be  fully  appreciated  : — * 

“August  11,  1867. — This  was  a  day  of  usual  interest.  Services  in  the 
Children’s  Asylum  in  the  morning,  and  also  in  the  Chapel.  At  2  P.  M.  ser¬ 
vice  again  in  the  Chapel.  The  Meeting  in  the  Lecture-room  was  omitted 
because  of  an  amputation.  Service  in  the  Insane  Asylum  at  3^  P.  M., 
conducted  by  Dr.  Dwight.  All  the  Meetings  were  good,  but  that  in  the 
Chapel  at  2  o’clock  was  very  good.  Afterwards  visited  several  Wards,  and 
conversed  and  prayed  with  some  aged  sick  persons.  Our  Mission  is  still 
attended  with  many  evidences  of  the  Divine  favor;  some  are  seeking,  and 
others  rejoicing  in  hope.” 

“  Tuesday,  September  3. — Had  a  Meeting  of  great  interest.  Visited 
several  Wards.  John  Funk,  who  was  near  the  verge  of  life,  claimed  and 
received  special  attention.  I  hope  he  is  now,  by  Divine  mercy,  at  rest.” 

“Sabbath,  November  10. — In  the  morning  two  young  men  from  the 
Episcopal  Divinity  School,  came  to  assist  me  in  my  labors.  After  introducing 
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them  to  the  audience  in  the  Chapel,  1  left  them  to  conduct  the  meeting,  and 
I  went  to  the  Children’s  Asylum.  Afterward  visited  two  Wards,  and  spent 
some  time  in  prayer  for  the  sick.  The  young  men  seemed  much  in  sympa¬ 
thy  with  us  in  our  work.  In  the  afternoon  they  returned  with  others,  and 
conducted  the  Service  in  the  Insane  Department.” 

“Sabbath,  December  1. — Increasing  interest  in  all  parts  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion.  Bros.  Wilkinson  and  Perrin  assisted  me  in  the  Chapel,  and  twelve 
students  aided  in  the  other  labors.  Three  colored  students  went  among  the 
colored  inmates,  and  the  remainder  labored  and  visited  in  different  parts  of 
the  house.  Mrs.  Walters,  ‘Matron  of  Children’s  Asylum,’  was  much  pleased 
with  my  proposition  to  form  a  Sabbath-school  among  the  children.  Eight 
of  the  young  gentlemen  took  charge  of  the  classes,  and  the  children  were 
delighted.  I  have  no  doubt  that  good  will  be  done  among  these  children  by 
this  happy  providence.  My  labors  were  from  10  A.  M.  until  after  dark  in  the 
evening.  The  closing  Service  was  in  Mrs.  Quinn’s  Wards,  where  nearly 
every  one  arose,  bathed  in  tears,  and  signified  their  desire  to  forsake  their 
sinful  ways.  Fifteen  persons  from  this  department  have  been  found  homes 
in  the  country,  of  whom  eleven  are  doing  very  well.  I  distributed  one  dozen 
small  Testaments  as  presents  among  the  children.  We  want  some  books  for 
their  classes ;  also  need  Hymn  Books  for  the  Chapel  and  Insane  Department.”  * 

“  Sabbath,  December  22. — Our  Meetings  were  all  full  of  interest.  Six 
in  all,  and  our  visits  embraced  many  very  interesting  and  affecting  cases  of 
persons  under  the  awakenings  of  the  Spirit.” 

•‘Sabbath,  January  ID. — I  came  to  the  Hospital  about  9|  A.  M. 
Visited  John  F.,  to  whom  my  attention  had  been  called.  He  said  he  had 
spent  his  life  in  a  very  sinful  and  indifferent  manner.  He  wishes  now  to 
turn  to  the  Lord  with  true  and  deep  repentance.  I  spoke  in  the  plainest 
manner  to  him,  and  he  received  it  with  the  utmost  humility.  I  prayed  with 
him,  and  felt  much  engaged  for  his  soul’s  salvation.  All  the  meetings 
during  the  day  were  well  attended.  Messrs.  Goldy,  Whitney,  Berins, 
Burnstine  and  others  assisted.  More  than  one  hundred  men  and  fifty 
women  were  present  at  the  meeting  in  the  Clinical  Lecture-room  The 
Sabbath-school  was  interesting.  We  have  had  a  supply  of  books  and  cards 
from  the  First  Day  Society,  fifteen  or  twenty  dollars’  worth.  The  children 
are  all  dressed  in  new  suits  of  dark  clothing,  and  present  a  very  nice  appear¬ 
ance,  indeed.  Our  excellent  Guardians  are  doing  all  they  can  for  these  little 
ones,  and  making  continued  improvements,  for  which  they  deserve  the  thanks 
of  all  lovers  of  our  race.  I  am  quite  indebted  to  all  the  officers  of  the 
Institution,  from  the  Guardians  and  Steward,  through  all  the  ranks  of  physi¬ 
cians  and  attendants,  both  male  and  female,  for  their  kind  co-operation  and 
hearty  sympathy  in  my  work,  and  I  am  astonished  when  I  retrospect  the  past 
thirteen  years  of  my  labors  here,  at  the  steady  improvement  in  facilities  for 
doing  this  people  good.” 

*  Bible  Classes  have  been  formed,  and  Bibles  and  Testaments  donated  by  the 
Bible  Society,  through  Mr.  Pearson,  to  supply  all  the  demands  of  the  inmates. 


We  have  now  again  presented  our  cause,  and  its  claims 
to  vour  support ;  and  while  gratefully  acknowledging 
the  aid  so  cheerfully  given  in  past  years,  we  would 
respectfully  but  earnestly  urge  you  to  assist  us  in 
increasing  the  amount  contributed.  The  salary  we 
pay  our  Missionary  is  insufficient,  and,  had  we  the 
means,  other  ways  of  doing  good  are  there  opened  to 
us.  Though  the  Almshouse  contains  the  vicious  and 
degraded,  very  many  of  its  inmates  are  not  of  these 
classes.  Comforts,  not  now  attainable,  could  be  given 
some,  whose  former  possession  of  them  makes  them  the 
more  feel  their  loss.  A  little  assistance  on  leaving  the 
House,  would  save  many  from  misery  and  crime. 

We  would  here  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the 
“Merchants’  Fund,”  which  by  a  generous  donation 
given  through  one  of  our  Managers,  enabled  us  to 
rescue  one  who  should  never  have  been  there,  and 
who  by  the  aid  of  change  and  friendly  help,  is  restored 
to  health  and  his  family. 

Among  the  earliest  friends  of  this  Mission,  was  the 
late  Mrs.  Ann  Hertzog.  For  a  series  of  years,  its 
meetings  were  held  in  her  house,  and  her  name  appears 
on  the  list  of  subscribers  in  its  first  Report,  and  on 
every  succeeding  one,  until  her  decease,  two  years 
since.  Nor  was  the  cause  less  dear  to  her  as  the  close 
of  life  drew  on ;  she  proved  her  interest  in  it  by  a 
noble  legacy  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  but  which  a 
difficulty  in  the  settlement  of  her  estate  has  as  yet 
prevented  our  receiving.
